In the early 
stages of the attack he rescued two 
of his men who had been captured, 
and bombed and silenced an enemy 
machine gun. Although surrounded 
by the enemy, 2nd Lt. Young fought 
his way back to the main barricade 
and drove out a party of the enemy 
who were assembling there. By 

his further exertions the battalion 
was able to maintain a line of great 
tactical value, the loss of which 
would have meant serious delay 

to future operations. Throughout 
four hours of intense hand-to-hand 
fighting 2nd Lt. Young displayed the 
utmost valour and devotion to duty, 
and set an example to which the 
company gallantly responded. He 
was last seen fighting hand to hand 
against a considerable number of 
the enemy.”

Herts Careline call operator 


Residents who are signed up to 
the service have access to fall 
detectors, smoke alatms and 
temperature monitors, as well as 
2 pendant alarm, depending on 
their needs. This is an emergency 
button worn around their neck 


or wrist and enables them to dial 
through to Careline’s 24/7 control 
room. 


One member of the team is Anne 
Tomlin and here she takes you 
though a typical ‘early’ shift -from 
7am to 3pm. 


“| arrive ready to take over from 
the night shift at 6.50am. It 
doesn't take long for the first 

call to come in: a lady had taken 
a fall, is on the floor and has 
bumped her head so can't get up. 
| telephone the paramedics, 
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inform the client’s contact and 
stay on the line, taking other calls 
as they come in and going back to 
check on her. 


“Between 7am and Tam is one 
of our busiest periods where we 
can take in the region of 400 
calls. People are getting up for the 
day, they may be feeling unwell, 
suffer a fall, be wondering what 
time their carers will arrive, or be 
waiting for their transport to a 

day centre. Every call is different 
and we deal with any medical 
emergency that arises. We also 
take calls from site managers 
checking on the residents staying 
in their properties, and report any 
incidents to them which may have 
occurred during the night. 


“The lunch period is also a busy 
time for calls. So far today we 
will have taken around 700 calls, 
the majority from people feeling 
unwell and needing a doctor or 
ambulance, others enquire about 
their meals situation for lunch. | 
took a call from a gentleman's 
fall detector. He did not answer 
when | called through to see if 
he was OK so | immediately tried 
him on his own telephone. He 
didn’t answer so | went through 
the process of ringing his named 
responder but they didn’t answer 


llow us on twitter @NorthHertsDC 


either. His other contacts were not 
available so | rang our professional 
responder who went out to assess 
the situation. When he got there 


he quickly rang back to confirm 
that the gentleman had fallen, so 
I called an ambulance. | then rang 
his contacts to tell them what had 
happened. 


“Often it is in the afternoons when 
service users test their pendants, 
which we encourage them to 

do once a month to ensure the 
equipment is working correctly and 
get people into the habit of using 
their pendant. Many don't like to 
‘worry us’ as they say, but that’s 
what we're here for! Its 3pm so 
that’s the end of my day shift, but 
Herts Careline is 24/7 so it’s time 
for the late shift to start as the 
operators arrive ready to take the 
evening calls.” 


During a 24 hour day the team 
at Herts Careline can take up to 
1,500 calls and a third of these 
could be life critical calls.

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Vehicle ‘stop and check’ 
operations tamer unlicensed 
waste and scrap metal 
carriers in North Herts 


During November and December 
last year, our Environmental Crime 
Officers teamed up with a number of 
partners to carry out vehicle 'stop and 
check’ operations aimed at catching 
unlicensed waste and scrap metal 
carriers operating in our district. 


Working closely with Herts Police, 
the Driver and Vehicle Standards 
Agency, Environment Agency and 
Letchworth Garden City Heritage 
Foundation, our Officers held 
two stop check operations - one 
on the road between Newnham 
and Ashwell and the other on the 
road between Willian and Great 
Wymondley. 


A total of 24 vehicles, either 
commercial vans or private vehicles 
with a trailer, were stopped and 

six of these vehicles were found 

to be carrying waste as part of 
their business. Those drivers were 


asked to show their Waste Carriers 
Licence, issued by the Environment 
‘Agency — a legal requirement for 
any business that transports and 
disposes of waste. Two were able to 
provide their Waste Carriers Licence. 
The remaining four either did not 


have one, or were not registered 
as having a licence and were 
either given a time limit to apply 
for a licence, or referred on to 
the Environment Agency for 
further investigation. 


These operations are aimed at 
tackling would-be fly-tippers 
and unscrupulous traders and 
warning businesses that they 
must have a Waste Carriers 
Licence to transport and dispose 
of waste in their vehicles. 


If you employ a tradesperson 
to undertake a service for you 
and they remove waste from 
your property, you must check 
that they are a registered 

waste carrier. If you pay for an 
unlicensed carrier to remove 
your waste and it is fly-tipped, 
you are still legally responsible 
for it and could be fined or 
prosecuted. You can check if 
someone has a Waste Carrier's 
licence on the Environment 
Agency's website:https://

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New online 
licensing portal 


The Council has set up an online 
licensing portal, including a register of 
licences, to make it easier for residents 
and businesses to get details of 
licences that the Council has granted 
Initially, all licences issued under 

the Licensing Act and Gambling Act 
have been published. These include 
permitted operating hours and all the 
conditions attached to each licence 


Other types of licences will be added 

to the register during 2019. Over the 
coming months, the publication of new 
applications on the portal will also be 
trialled to make it easier for residents to 
get information about proposals for new 
licensed premises and events

The Stop-Check operations follow 
on from the recent Hertfordshire Fly 
Tipping Group's S.C.R.A.P campaign, 
where NHDC, Hertfordshire County 
Council and other Hertfordshire 
Councils worked together to 
encourage residents and businesses 
to dispose of waste responsibly.

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The much loved Walsworth 
Common is to get an exciting 
makeover this year. The NHDC 
owned site to the north-east of 
Hitchin is managed in partnership 
with Countryside Management 
Service (CMS). Walsworth Common 
is registered Common Land, 
consisting of a large area of amenity 
grassland, longer conservation cut 


grassland, scrub, mature trees, 3 
pond and the River Purwell. 
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Fascinating fossils and wonderful wildlife 
at Hill End and Barkway Chalk Pits 


Hill Enc _ is south of Hitchin, 
where many different types of fossils 


have been found. It has nationally 
rare chalk grassland, a unique, 
specialised and fragile habitat rich in 
flowering plants and important for 
wildlife such as insects and birds. To 
help preserve and improve this site, 
work including scraping the chalk 
face to expose its geological interest 


and extension and preservation 

of the chalk grassiand took place 

in February. New signage and 
interpretation panels will be installed 
in the summer. 


arkw tis @ secluded 
site north of Barkway and south 
of Royston. The site is geologically 
fascinating with exposed chalk 
and remnants of chalk grassland. 
Recently, scrub has been cleared 


to keep the chalk face visible and 
to help increase the potential area 
for chalk grassland. It is hoped 
environmental education trips and 
research by geological societies will 
take place here in the future, just as 
at Hill End.

One of the star 
objects here is the Queen Mother's 
christening gown, kindly lent by 

the Bowes-Lyon family

there are five main showcases 

The first, ‘Collecting the World’, has 
items from every continent, including 
Egyptian figurines, tiny Chinese shoes 
and a bird-of paradise. The next 
case highlights our nationally 
important football collection, with 
Stanley Matthews’ football boots 

and Bert Trautmann's neck-brace. 

A further display highlights people 
who have made a mark on the 
district in some way. Our ‘Radical 
Thinkers’ case looks at dissent in the 
district, from Quakers to suffragettes, 
and the final case shows some of 
our art collection, including a small 
Henry Moore sculpture and paintings 
by artists including William Ratcliffe.

Madern Slavery is where someone's 
freedom is taken away in order to 
exploit them. Examples include: 


+ sexual exploitation, such as 
forced prostitution or other 
sexual abuse, 


+ forced labour, where someone is 
made to work, often for little or 
no pay. Situations could include 
construction, nail bars or car 
washes — but not only these, 


+ domestic servitude, where 
someone is forced to perform 
household or childcare duties for 
little or no pay, and 


* criminal exploitation, which is 
being forced into criminal activity 
such as cultivating cannabis. 


Modern slavery affects men, 
women, girls and boys of all a 


backgrounds and nationalities 
Criminals can use threats, violence 
or deception to trap victims into 
slavery. Even if someone is being 
paid, it can still be exploitation 


Know the signs. There are a 
number of signs that could 
indicate exploitation 


+ Physical or psychological abuse, 
including neglect or lack of food. 
Appearing anxious, withdrawn, 
submissive or avoiding eye 
contact. 


+ Living and working in poor 
conditions, such as dirty, unsafe 
or overcrowded locations. Maybe 
they are paid little or nothing or 
work too many hours. 


+ They appear isolated or controlled 
by others. Their movement 
of activities are restricted by 
someone; maybe that person 
speaks for them too. Maybe their 
passport or other documents 
are missing or controlled by their 
‘employer’ 


* Other signs include: reluctance 
to seek help, fear of authorities 
or deportation, in debt to 
someone, or lack of knowledge 
about their whereabouts.
